pedition. On reaching Sycamore eborob, 
at eleven o'clock on Thursday night, where 
tbe enemy's forces were known to bo ao- 
camped, a halt was m »de and preparations 
made for the attack at daylight a rest of sotne 
two boars being allawadtba aaafraiid ani- 
mals. 

All necessary disposition of Cbs troops 
having been made. General Kosser assaulted 

the left and General D-earing tberrl^tBira- 
ultaoeously and with liita resalt. The at- 
tack was a surprise to iho enemy, and their 
position was cirjied with a rush. The 
charge of oar ineri at 'oo' b points is repre- 
sented to have been faultless. On the tbe 
enemy's right Dbaring's men swept like an 
avalancfto over their works, meeting with a 
rapid bat irregular and momentary fire of 
musketry, whicb^ooly served to increase 
tKeiT ardor and enthusiasm. So sudden and 
rapid was the assault that the Yankeea rush 
ed from their tents en dishuhilfe, and were 
aonbled to make comi-aratively but a feeble 
rnsisiance. General Dearing took tinrty- 
five prisoners, five or six teams, acd the en- 
emy's camp. Demoralised and paoic-sirick- 
en' tha bslance of tbe enemy fled in great 
disorder to Sycamore church, where, finding 
General R issor in possession of tbeir works 
they immediately eurrondared. 

On their left, at Sycamore Church, the 
enemy was mnf-h mora strongly foriifiod. — 
He held position ou a hill, with f irmidable 
barricade in his front. General Rosier de- 
manded a surrender; but the Yankee com- 
mandant, seemingly conscious of bis ability 
to hold his position, returned a positive re- 
fusal, with the additional remark that be 
iut nded to fight to the last. Gen. Rosser 
detrrmined to give him a chance, and order- 
ed hia men to charge. They obeyed the 
demand with great cheeriuhiess and gal- 
lantry. They reached the barricades, pulled 
tbem to pieces, leaped over and through 
tbem, and reached tbe enemy's work in the 
face of a heavy firs, which fortunately did 
little execution . As soon aa Gen. Rosaer 
reached t hetr 4>»irti;)n,the Yankees scatter- 
ed in all dircci on.-j, and tied from the place 
in a most precipit«tn tnannflr. It wis her." 
tbat tbe men who tied before Gen. Dearui • 
were made to surrender. Gen. Rossei tot)k 
about two hundred and fif'y prisoners an ! 
several valuaule teams in addition in thi- 
enemy's camp. The eampa were prolific of 
delicacies and provisions. Oranges, lemons, 
cigars crackers and good tbioga and useful, 
were fouiid iu great profusion,aDd OOt a few 
of tbem were secured.

The enemy having been completely de- 
moralized, it was deteiinined to posh at 
one-; alter the cattle. Before G.?noral Kos 
ser moved oil', a note captured in Major Ba- 
ker's tent, was brought to him. which read 
substantially as follows:

By the same act 
it ie made my duty to roport, at the July, Sep^ 
tamber and November ~ County Oonrts, the 
amount of taxes collected and pay the same over 
to the Auditor. I uni authorized under said aet 
to notify the Tnx-l'ayefs b}' pnlilie notice stuck 
up at the Coirt iioii.se door, a'ld in the ditferent 
PrecinetH or di.-lriots of tivi CoiiTity, lliat on cer- 
tain dii%> between ll.e l>t: ol'Ov lo!.er, aiivl ll.e 15th 
of Ni'Vt -nl'i-r. I, or my dopiuio.-. will ufti ud at 
tlic pi.Kcol hoUlinjr eloolion in suoli ui?tricts and 
receive tlicir tu.\o». It is made tho duty of the 
tux-payer to attend on such days and pay the 
came. If this is not done, after that date they 
will bave to pay the same at the Court house: 
and, if not done there witbin the time prescribed 
by law, ten percent, upon tbe amount Is added. 
Thu.» it will oe seen that it will be to tbe interest 
of tho tax-payers to see to it that their taxes are 
paid, within the time prescribed by law, as after 
that lime I i<h:ill invariably add the ten percent. 
inip"»ed hy law, lo tiieir li:^t.< when I co>ne to 
eollcci.. Tliis I shall be coini>elled to do as I 
fhall have toitdvanco the Koveiiue df.e by sueh 
delinquents and enforce pa} inont at once with 
tlie osts to reimbtirse myself. By payin^r atten- 
tion to the matter and promptnes.'jtne thing will 
work first rate. The people have thesamo time, 
aa heretofore, within whicb to pay their taxea. — 
The only difference being, that they shall give 
the matter attention themselves and see to its 
payment at tbe times and places pi escribed, in- 
stead of tbe old way of having the Shoritf call 
half doziMi times, more or less, lor their ta.xe.s. — 
Tbe l;i\v s I li.in, i-iniple. ai\d to the porrit;aiiJ I 
in end to comply willi its provisions and enforce 
itis penalties, aiiii this 'lolico is given to call the 
uttentieu ol the people to it, so that no harm 
may be done any one, in cnseqiienee of their 
ignorance of the law. Tho time and place at 
which I,or my deputies, will attend in tbe dif- 
ferent Precincts to receive ta^es between the 1st 
of October, and tho 15tTi of November; will t>e 
advertised by public notice stnok up aa loqnired 
by law. In the mean time, let every one pay up 
that can. when ciilied upon between tbisaudtl.al 
time, that & gooii account of the prwaiplnes.s of 
tbe people of the conuty may be reported to the 
auditor at the July und So])tember terms of our 
Court.
